Lexington, Ala. — Since\ 
January, hundreds o( people 
have lined the roads leading 
into this small city just across 
the Tennessee-.Alabama bor¬ 
der to see them.

Flying saucers, UFOs, 
whatever they want to call 
it.

‘-Interest has died down 
some now," said W i I s e y 
Mashbum, publisher of the 
Le.vington Suburban News, a 
local weekly.

verified the sightings. 

And those who have seen 
the lights all give the same 
description of the objects. 

Stanley lngram« a Lewis- 
burg insurance agent and 
colcmoisl for Ibe Pulaski 
Citizen, is carrying out a coo- 
tiouing investigation of the 
lights in (he South-Tennessee 
and .North Alabama area. 

He has interviewed more 
than 23 people on tape who 
have sighted the lights and 
there are lew differences in 
their descriptions. 

"1 really became interested 
after (he pictures appeared in 
the Lexington paper," he said. 
“I’ve been studying about 
flying saucers since 1 read the 
first book on them in 1949.” 


Back in February, Ingram 
and two other men went to 
a cotton fTeld nea^exington 
where they set up ffPlescope. 

Ingram detailed the eerie 
happenings of tha cold clear 
night in a column later. 

"There was no moon and 
no yard lights nearby," he 
wrote. “It was jierfect for 
viewing the skies." 

After setting up his 
telescope, Ingram reported; 

“Out of the southwest and 
low over the horizon came a 
w-hite flashing light, similar 
to a strobe light and very 
intense or strong. 

"I sought the light in the 
telescope ' and , started 
tracking. 

"Across the front (direction 


of travel), there were green, 
white and red lights in that 
order," he wrote. “The white 
(laihicg light was in the cen¬ 
ter and appeared to be large 
than the other lights ex¬ 
tending slightly below and 
protruding slightly in front. 

"We could see no outline 
of the craft itself. There was 
absolutely no sound.” 

The description is similar to 
those given by others who 
have seen the lights in the 
area. 

The sightings are act 
coofloed to a small area, but 
in (be Lexington, Sheffield, 
Cherokee. Rogersville, An- 
dersoo and Wheeler Dam 
areas to Alabama. 

Sightings have also been 


reported in the Pulaski, 
Lawrenceburg and Minor Hill 
area of Tennessee. 

Another witness to the 
strange lights is Mrs. Lera 
Washan, news editor of the 
Pulaski Citizen. 

"This was on April 4 about 
7;0S p.m.," she said. “A lady 
companion and I were near 
Lexington when I saw the 
lights. I stopped the car and 
we got out. 

"As we watched the lights, 

I asked her to flash the car 
lights off and on,” Mrs. 
Washan continued. "When she 
flashed them the third time, 
the light in the sky disap¬ 
peared as fast as a snap of

I Mrs. Washan said the

horizontal line when they saw 
It. 

“It was round and glowing 
' and there was no sound at 
ail,” she said. 

There have been two 
distinct types of objects 
sighted. 

The one Ingram described 
had several lights while the 
one Mrs. Washan saw has been 
described by other people in 
the area as a "round glowing 
ball.” 

Mrs. Bob Spr'mgtr, Grassy, 
Ala., reported following the 
oblrct in her car one night 
with her (wo sons. Mike EUs, 
Lexington, a high school 
' student; has reported seeing 
the strange object several 
times. 

“I don't think this is mass 
hysteria,” said Mrs. Washan. 
"The night we saw it, we had 
time to stand thbre and 
discuss it. I'm not sure what 
it was, but I do know what 
I saw." 

The most papular spot for 
viewing the strange lights is 
the Lexington city dump. This 
is where the crowds have 
gathered on clear nights to 
watch the lights move across 
the sky.

Federal Aviation Administration office at 
the McComb-Pike Airport, according to 
Mrs. Margaret Danna, who was on duty at 
the time. 

Horn, interested himself, if in fact the 
object was a meteorite, talked to each of 
the persons who turned in reports to the 
FAA and then related what he found to the 
Enterprise-Journal. 

Horn’s wife said that she saw blinking 
lights between 9:15 and 9:30 p.m. Satur¬ 
day. They were moving south-southeast at 
what looked like 60 miles an hour. 

Another sighting occurred at Penn's 
Store in Smithdate, according to Horn. 
Melvin Dye, a resident of the area, 
reported that five or six other persons 
were with him when they sighted a moving 


object that was similar to a plane on Are. 
He estimated it was traveling at more than 
100 mph. 

Dye told Horn that it was not a jet 
because there was no vapor trail, no 
vibration and it was not on the normal 
flight pattern of jets which pass over that 
area. He said there was no sound although 
the object went down toward the earth. 

Mrs. George Kratzschmar of 1002 
Bendat St. who also reported a sighting to 
the FAA gave her account to the Enter¬ 
prise-Journal. She said that between 9 and 
9:30 p.m. she and her daughter saw a 
reflection on the blinds in the south window 
of a bedroom. When they looked out the 
window, she said, they saw what appeared 
to be an inverted "T" that was covered in a 
clear blinking lights, flying very low and 
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making no sound. 

From her house it descended to the earth 
to the south. Although they ran outside to 
both the front and backyards, they did not 
see he object again. However, she noted 
that their Shetland pony was very 
disturbed, “snorting and prancing." 

“It was not a meteorite and was not an 
airplane,” Mrs. Kratzchmar said. 

Benton Strickland of Kentwood, La., told 
Horn that he was asleep on a porch about 
midnight Saturday when he heard a“most 
unusual noise." It waked him, but he’ never 
saw anything. Strickland said it was not a 
sound of bad weather, because he had been 
in a tornado once and knew how it sounded. 

Horn concluded that it could have been a 
meteorite burning, but if it were that close. 
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Viewers 

to the earth it could have hit before It 
burned up. If it did, someone should have 
felt vibrations, Horn said. 

However, if it burned up before hitting 
the ground, there would have been no 
vibrations, he added. 

Mrs. Danna, who notified police and the 
Highway Patrol to be on the lookout 
following the calls, told the E-J that she 
checked and found no plane missing or in 
trouble at that time. 

She explained that some pilots do not File 
flight plans and there could have been a 
plane to crash whose polot had not filed his ' 
schedule. In these cases the FAA does not 
start looking until a relative or someone 
. notifies them that a person and plane are 
missing. 

I Another spokesman from the flight 
f station said that no nearby plane crashes 
had been reported this morning. 

When such calls of UFOs are received,' 
he said, the policy of the FAA is to tell the 
persons reporting to call the nearest 
military installation. 

The FAA spokesman said that many 
< persons are not familiar with aircraft 
, nowadays.

1TERE THOSE bright pulsating llgbta 
■Igbted Thursday night In tlw northwest 
luburb unidentified flying objects? Or 
were they reflected lights from planes 
landing at O'llare International Airport? 

Dr. J. Allen Hynek, professor of astron¬ 
omy at Northwestern University and an 
authority on UFOs, said yesterday be 
wasn't sure and plans to investigate. 

"I hope somebody got some pictures of 
those things or some good hard-core de¬ 
scriptions,'' n>'nek said. 

Originally, be said tbe nine li^ts sighted 
by seven policemen and dozens of residents 
of Schaumburg and Elk Grove Village were 
mysterious objects known as Nocturnal 
Lights. 

"This is one of the six categories of 
UFOs and could cover such possibilities as 
landing lights,” Hynek said. 

Police are pretty good observers, and 
weather conditions were not unusual. 1 
really bate to think the si' htings were just 
reflections of landing lights." 

But that's what the National Weather 
Service and tbe Biinois State Police think 


the lights were. The weatherman said a 
combination of fog and other atmospheric 
conditions could bavo caused the lights. 

Schaumburg police Sgt. Fred Schmidt, 
who followed the noiseless, sometime bor¬ 
ering, sometime soaring lights to tbe Ned 
Brown Forest Preserve, said tbe lights on 
his patrol car sto;^)ed working during the 
sighting. 

‘TllE WHOLE SO minutes tbe lights were 
there, the emergency lights on the squad 
were inoperable. But the minute tbe lights 
disappeared, tbe lights worked again,” 
Schmidt said. 

This stirred Hynek's Interest even more, 
since reports of temporarily Inoperative 
electric lig'ots usually accompany the sight¬ 
ing of a bona fide UFO, be said. 

Hynek, who was the Air Force's expert 
on UFOs for 20 years, before tbe specially 
funded project aws closed in the late 1960s, . 
said: 

"I keep saying we ought to set up a cen¬ 
ter to investigate fhese sightings and find 
out what's really happening. Do you know 
a millionaire I migi'.t interest in the 
project?"

But the scientists ronid 
not debunk the pictures. 
No hoax, they said They 
had picked the fdtotos 
apart caiefully, .studying 
them with sophiitua'td 
micrn.tojics. They found 
nothing wrong. 

The Kiy's father, skepti¬ 
cism rapidly rei-odirg, 
turned over the pictures 
and the iioy’s report to 
Nixon for a final opinion. 
Nixon is a UKO man. 
checking en luii-ici.tiiied 
flying olijoets for the .Na¬ 
tional Inveiiigalioni. Corn- 
mittee on .\erial Phen¬ 
omena, which has three 
full-time and two piait- 
time mve-.ii rators .uul an 
auxiliary legion of tr.il.u- 
siacts ranging from sei'-n- 
ti.=.ls to scir.r.ce fiction 
fans. 


1 inds Kainl Shadow 

Wilh typical camion, 
Nixon went oier the pho¬ 
tos and finaliy, in one 
greatly enlarged print, he 
noticed a faint shadow. He 
inagnilied the negatives 
for a closer look, and this 
time, the faint shadow ap¬ 
peared as a sharper line 
above the saucer. 

Nixon checked one more 
thing. He went over the 
hoy's report of how the 
saucer had moved: slowly 
downward until it was al¬ 
most directly over the 
y oiin." tor's head. .Vi.xon 
then pdeced together the ne- 
g.ati'. c.:. laying them out in 
the order they «cre shot. 
'Ihere was no progressive 
ino'. ei'.ient dov. aid. The 
saiirer sequence was alicr- 
n.nely close and far away’, 
more like a stationary 
saurer and a moving pho¬ 
tographer than vice versa. 

On the ewnin.g that 
Nixon arrived at the hoy's 
Euburli in home lo deliver 
hi.s re|/ort, he found the 
family all sitting round 
the living room, waiting 
confidently for another as¬ 
tounding confirmation. 

Cliaiigcs Role 

Quickly assessing the si¬ 
tuation, Nixon chtnigcd 
fixni UFO man to family 
counselor. Before de- 
liceiiug his verdict, he 
took the hoy photographer 
out to the garage and told 
the young-sler what lie had 
founii. that examination of 
the piiolo; h.id revealed 
I’le lliread--lli.it f.iint sha¬ 
dow—by which the fihony 


" saucer had been suspend-11 
; ed. U would be better to ' 
confess, he told the cut-'* 
pril. ’ 

.After some 45 minutes of 
friendly persuasion, the 
boy ran into the house and 
up the stairs. Nixon 
walked back to ihc house, 
and a few minutes later, 
the boy crept shyly down 
the stairs, hiding some¬ 
thing behind his back. Fi¬ 
nally, he whipped out a lit¬ 
tle model of a flying 
saucer and .tiuiiihlcd some¬ 
thing about a friend who 
made him do it. 

For Nixon, a thin and 
lively man who animates 
stories with gc-lutes and 
pencil drawings, this is 
what it is like most of the 
time. He blasts probably 9 
of the 10 UFO rciKirts that 
come across his cluttered 
desk. 

Nixon thinks of himself 
as a journalist and investi¬ 
gative writer. Before com¬ 
ing to NICAP six years 
ago, he had worked as a 
copyboy, then as a writer 
for Space Business Daily, 
an aeronautics and space 
trade journal. He has also 
written free-lance for var- 
ous publication.s. 

So Sl-ycar-oI^alKichelor 
Nixon sits behind a desk 
piled with photos and 
drawings of extraterrestri¬ 
al craft, and cluttered with 
articles and books on 
weird lights, hisses, and 
bangs from saucers, eggs, 
rockets and giant cigars. 

In the files are 17 years' 
worth of these reports, 
perhaps 15,000 of them. 
They come in steadily 
still, from NICAP mem¬ 
bers, from ixople who 
have read about NICAP 
and from people who have 
been referred by ihoir lo¬ 
cal Air Force base.

; classic in UFO lore is the 
case of the Virginia Giant. 
It happened near Frcde- 
rick.shurg aliout a year 
and a half ago. when three 
Icen-agcr.s were hunting 
in a field. .After roaming 
the area for a while, two of 
the youngsters headed to a 
nearby house, leaving a 
17-year-old and his dog to 
tromp through the grass. 

The youngsters at the 
house waited some time 
for the hoy and his dog to 
join them. When they did 
not return, the youngsters 
went back to the field to 
look for the pair. They 
found the boy lying in the 
weeds in a stale of shock. 
The dog was gone. 

The young man later 
told his friends that he 
had seen "a thing" come 
out of the sky. put out 
legs, and land in the field 
near him. Out of the craft 
came a hu,ge creature. The 
.voung man saw it sil¬ 
houetted against the hori¬ 
zon, and watched it hulk 
toward him. He dropped 
to the ground, but the 
creature kept coming. The 
boy's (log fled the field. ■ 
The creature came a little 
clo.ser, then finally turned 
and moved back to the 
craft. It took off and disap¬ 
peared over a line of trees. 

Similar Croft 

Several days later, four 
people in the same area re¬ 
ported that they saw a 
similar craft following 
their car for some dis¬ 
tance. 

"It's kind of bizarre," 
says Nixon. “We liavcn't 
finished our Investigation 
of the incident, so we don't 
have a conclusion yet." 

Perhaps the most con¬ 
vincing set of witnesses 
were the U.S. astronauts 
who orbited earth on Ge¬ 
mini mis-sinns. .An .Air 
Force report li.sls three 
sightings:

McDivilt's cylindrical 
ohiert was not only sight¬ 
ed, but nhotographed with 
• both f ;i ! and movig came- 
■ ra.s. The North .American ' 
Air Defense Command an¬ 
alyzed the photos and the 
report and fed it into a 
computer lo see if it | 
corresponded with any 
possible satellites, me- ' 
teors, or space debris 
which might be In the 
area. Negative. The weird.! 
object in the photos is still | 
without explanation. 

Project Access 
Nixon is now working on 
a breakthrough project. 
It's called Project Access, 
based on the idea that all 
the UFO men have at the 
moment, and all they are 
likely to get. is raw data 
from thousands of sight¬ 
ings. So NIC.AP is design¬ 
ing a computer program to 
turn the data bits into pat¬ 
terns and trends. 

Working with systems 
analysis, computer prog¬ 
rammers. a physicist, and 
a psychiatrist, NICAP has 
split the data into three 
categories. The first one is 
"event" and includes lime, 
place, terrain, weather, 
speed, color, shape and 
other information. 

The second category is 
"principal-' and It in¬ 
cludes d.5:a on all wit¬ 
nesses and others involved 
I In the yeporis—biographi- 


Tcaliitformation,'' medical; 
histories and psychologi-. 
. cil reporls. 

The third category is 
•investigation* and in- 
cludr.s .NIC.AP evaltialion 
reports and special note.s 
from Ihe investigator on 
wilneEsr.". dis,'iepanric5 in 
testimony and other com¬ 
ments. 

For a lime during the 
end of 1969 and beginning 
of 1970, things looked 
pretty bad for the serious 
UFO Investigators. 

It was then, late in 1969, 
that the .Air Force issued a 
report summing up its 21 
years of UFO Investiga¬ 
tion. The summary to the 
fat document said that 
nothing had been gained 
in those years, and that 
UFOs weie not worth .stu¬ 
dying. NIC.AP quickly lo.st 
half its membership, and 
public intere.st seemed lo 
dim considerably. 

Lack of Candor 
Nixon .still speaks with 
some billerncss about the 
report and its military di¬ 
rectors. 9 here was a great 
lack of candor, he says, 
and a strong bias again.st 
further study. The project . 
leaders saw no threat to 
U. S. defense from the 
UFOs and felt their repu¬ 
tations as scier.lisl.s might 
be sullied hv their dab¬ 
bling with UFOs, so they 
ignored the facts of the 
study and recommended 
halting the work, lie .says. 

But now, Ihe Air Force 
report is getting dusty, 
and things have begun 
popping again: 1972 had 
more sightings than many 
previous years, some new 
nooks on the subjei'l have 
been published. Project 
Access is under way, and 
then there is a new UFO 
device. 

On a shelf behind Nix¬ 
on's desk is an upside- ■ 
down glass jar about eight 
Indies high. In this jar ] 
you can see wire fi- 


limenta, a 'tiny metal 
structure that looks like 
an nil derrick and a few 
other items which I'^e-k 
like they belong to so.T.e- 
body's radio. 

"That's a UFO detector,* 
Nixon says. 

Magnetic Field 

He pulls the thins down 
from the shelf, lakes the 
jar off and explains. This 
Is a very sensitive magne¬ 
tometer which reacts lo 
the slightest changes in 
the eloclromagneiic fir.d 
around it. AATien there is a 
di.slurhance in the niag- 
netie field, a little needle 
touches a loop, compleling 
an electric circuit. This is 
wired lo a bell, which 
rings when the circuit is 
completed. 

How do you know where 
(he UFO is going to be so 
,vou can detect it with this 
thing? 

"A'es," he says. 'That's 
the problem." 

The device has so far 
been te.sted only once, it 
may actually have rieterl- 
ed some UFOs, but that is 
uncertain. Thirteen of the 
cosmic burglar alarms are 
put in homes aronn.i a 
email town in New Hamn- 
shiie known for its I FO 
sightings. 

"But the things kept 
going off constantly." .Nix- 
I on sa.VE. 'It seems that 
• sunspots set them off, too.’
